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1 . Claims 1 -20 are presented for examination. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite because the following claim language is not clear: 

a) Regarding claims 1, 6, 14 and 16, the phrase "so that" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d); 

b) the acronym "IHDN" in claims 12, 14-15 and 19 must be fully described; 

c) the acronym "XSL" in claims 1 1 and 18 must be fully described; 

d) the acronym "EPG" in claims 14 and 15 must be fully described; 

e) "the device identifier" in claim 7 lacks clear antecedent basis.
